Now whils wo have no stur-
geon In the Amazon, wo have a vAriety of fish
akin to the sturgeon in some respects—ihe
game flat head with the mouth underneath
and the body covered with shales, but these
ghnles oecupy either the whole body in various
combinations, or form only some rows in a
different arrangement from the sturgeon, and
all these fishes of SBouth Awmerica differ from
the sturgeon in having a solid hony frame in-
stead of a dartilaginons one,wlich is character-
istic of the sturgeon. 1 may draw one or two
to give vou some iden of them. Inthe first
place, thetail is not as synunetrical as it is in
the sturgeon; thon, the month is surrounded
by Lroad flappers; which =ometimes extend
tike & curtain from the mouth, and the dorsal
fin may be very large. In some of them tho
anterior part is prolongoed into & kind of width
which extends far heyoud the general ountline
of the fish. It way be, also, that sometimes
the uppoer lobe of the tail is prolonged in this
manner in the shape of a whip, and then we
have the position of the ventrals and the pec-
torals, as in the other.
HOW THEY CARE FOR THEIR YoUNG,

Now gome of these fish have asingular mode
of taking care of their yong, There is one
species, which grows two feet or more in
lengtli, which lays its eggs in balls about the
gize of a large egg, It lays in holes,  The fish
iteelf burrows tha holes in the banks, Sup-

ose we have here a river bank, this being the
owwater level and this the high water level, Be-
tween the low water level and the high water
level you can see, when the water is low, holes
in the bank, which extend horizontally into
the bank from two to three feet, ard which, at
the end, enlurge like a funnel. Here the fish
comed o lay its oggs, and during the time the
young are developing the fish comes frequently
and rests its head over the young, surrounding
them with the flappers of the mouth, and
breathing, as it were, fresh nir over them
during the process of heaving and subsiding
the gills, Others carry their young rollad
up in these curtnins of the gills, in a mass,
tied up, as it were, between the folds of the
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gill, and the young remain in that way pro-
tocted by these folds of the month, and are
carried along nntil they are ready to hatch.

I have frequently canght fish with these
bunches of eggs in the folds of their lips, and
I have often raised some of them and heen able
to trace the changes which they yndergo, and |
which show one singular feature, that in their |
young condition the tail end of the body of the |
young presents exactly that singular inequality
which wo have in the shark, and which wo
have in the sturgeon, and whicl, to say it in ¥

assing, is a feature common to all the fishes
of the old geological formations; sothat I may,
withont exaggevation, say that the form of the
young of the fishex of the earlicst days of eron-
tion resembles the form of the yvoung of the
fishes of our day in the most striking manner;
which shows again what an intimate link there
is, whether materinl or intellectual, through-
ont the ereation, from beghining to end, from
one point on the surface of the earth to the
other. (A{l]rlnus--.} This family of mailed
fishes goes by the name of ganoidian; and these
are exclusively fonnd in the fresh waters of
the Amazon, replacing there the type of stur-

eons which charneterizo the fresh waters of the
